and fo, as before, in his Metaphor taken

hand, if Writings of an Eftate, men- 
tioning the Purchafe, may Acknowledging 
it paid, are duly executed and deliver- 
ed; yet if it can be fairly prev’d, the 
Confideration was not paid, or that 
it was not a valuable Confideration 
the Perfon claiming meerly by thofe 
Deeds, thall not poffefs—So that the 
Writings are not the ffential Part of 
the Heirs Right at all, no more is 
Baptifm fuch an Effential to the Cove- 
nant, that none can plead the Cove. 
naat without it—And the like Abfar. 
dity feems to me to lie ia his applying 
that Text, Gen. xvii. 14. The Uncire 
cumcis'd Man-Child fhall be cus off fran 
hus.

nothieg to the Purpofe at all.

“ cam plead the Covenant who are not 
* admitted to it, in that Manner and 
“ Form which GOD hath prefcrib’d— 
This « very terrible, and Men ought 
to be very well fatisfy’d, what is or is 
not the Mannerand Form that GOD 
has appointed -—— And if this were 
true, the leaft Omiffion of Form in 
the Adminiftration would deprive the 
poor Infanc of Salvation———= ‘Thefe 
are horrid Extravagancies; but we 
fhafl fee where they all tend.
